In
1596 and In 1900 Mr, Hearsl's news-
paper chaln, extending {rom Hoston to
San Franciseo, fought Mr, Bryan's bat-
tles and Mr. Hearst personally mado
liberal contributions to the democratic
campalgn fund, In the 1804 ponven-
tlon Hearst was a oandldate for the
nomination and falled to get it. While
Mr. Bryan fought Parker for the nomi-
nation he made no effort to help
Hearst, who had a0 persistently and
consistently helpad Bryan in the
former fights. Then Mr. Hearst went
into the political feld on a new line
and organized a series of Indepoudence
leagues throughout the country and
has now merged them into a national
organization.

As candidate for mayor of New
York City and for governor of the

state Flearst has demounstrated hise
ability to control cnough demoeratic
votes to make the election of any
other demoerat out of the guestion.
Mr. Bryan appreciates this fact and
has bead making all kinds of frlendly
overtures for the pnrposé of securing
Hearst's support. The overtures have
been spurned In no uncartain words.

Mr. Hearst has a pretty long
memory for slights and grudges, and
he has a big supply of ammunition to
use against his enemies. His determi-
nation to place an independent party
ticket in the fleld cnds any prospect
that Mr. Bryan might otherwise have
had of success In New York, New
Jersey or Rhode Island.

It 18 one of the rules of the
Times that when It s necessary to
refer to the editor's husband In print
he is simply “the county surveyor,”
hls name never bheing mentioned. This
polley, of blacklisting her husband has
caused some comment in the town and
Mrs. Parkman has written an editorial
giving her side of the case. She
trankly states that she belleves she
has the right to do as she pleases with
her newspaper and that if she puts up
with her husband wornfug, noon and
pight she should not have to be putting
him ip her paper a&ll the time. Assert-
ing that she and Lew, husband aAgree
pretty well on religion, Hterature, art,
the nebular hypothesls, the compara-
tive value of breakfast foods and the
proper way of poking the fire, Mrs.
Parkman continues:

But we dlsagree on politics, Wea think
our husband has a gomd deal of sense—{or
& mwers man—on lots of subjects, bBut on
politics he doesn’t know much. He i» & re-
publican—a black republican, & mean black
republican, and as such bhas no clalms on
us elther as & molder of public opinion. a
fellow citisen or as & wife. We will cook
for our husband, we will mend our hue-
band's clothing, we will darn and brush
nim, snd keep him up—as our busband.
But as an officcholder of & vile, venal and
corrupt organisation, sn emissary of Wall
streat, abd as an oppressor of the poor, our

SHELVED, BUT NOT BURIED.

Notwithstanding the assertion of
Mr. Bryan that hjs demand for govern-
ment ownership of railroads Is not &
live Issue in this campalgn, one of his
chief fuglemen In Nebraska, belng
none other than Edgar Howard, who
{8 running the Columbug Telegram
and who wants to run for congress a#
the democratic nominee of the Third
district, Inslsts that "It will not die.”

“No matter what conventlon plat-
forms may say or may not say about
government ownership of rallroads,”
declares Judge Howard, still the nom-
inal president of the Government Own-
ership league which he organized with
Mr. Bryan’'s ald and consent to propo-
gate the Bryanite program, “still that
great reform idea fs growing and It is
growing fast.” Pursulng the subjeet,
“it may be too soon for the final step,”
he reluctantly admits, “but it 18 not
too soon fer the preliminary movement
looking to the day when the parent
government shall own some or all of
the rallroads."

Judge Howard goes ahead In his pa-
per telling just how the government
should set about (o acquire the rail-
roands of the country. "How would
the people condemn rallroad prop-
erty?" he asks, and without walting
for any other answer replies, "Why,
that's easy. The people would con-
demn the rallroad just like a rallroad
condemns the property of the people
when it wants to use that property for
right-of-way. 1t Is a poor rule which
will not work both ways. Also, that
rule has been made to work only one
way, but some day the people are go-
ing to make it work the other way."
And he winds up with this appeal,
“Don't be ashamed, friends, of your
public ownership views."

We suggest that Judge Howard dl-
rect that last remark, personally, to
Mr. Bryan.

THE NEW DIPLOMACY:

Our new American ambassador to
Germany, David Jayne Hill, has vindi-
cated the Judgmant of President
Roosevelt, who appointed him in the
face of ill-concealed opposition on the
part of the céurtierg of the emperor
and open opposition of certain mem-
bers of the American diplomatic corps,
Ambassador Hill hae succeeded in
galning the complate confidence and
respect of Emperor Willlam and in
creating & most favorable Impression
w‘th the diplomatic representatives of
othier nations at *he German capital.
In addition to discharging the official
and social duties of his position cred-
ftably Dr. Hill has been asttracting at-
tention in Europe through some of his
addresses at banquets and official
tfunctions. He has done this by de-
parting from the usual diplomatic cus-
tom of uttering mewningless platitudes
on such occasions ond by talking very
plainly and directly on the changed
conditions in the relations between
nations and the necessity of this
change being recoenized in diplomatie
circles. In a recent address at Berlin
Dr. Hill sald:

The modern diplomatist must discard the
old diplomacy, and instead of separating
nations bring them nearer together, Instead
of sowing dissenslons among them he must
Introduce order, law and justice for thelr
mutual relations. The best equipment for
hitn who mseeks to do this s a EKnowledge
of history.

Nations have been glow to recognize
that diplomacy, defined by the diction-
aries as "dexterity ip securing advan-
tages,” {8 not synonymous with decelt
and trickery. The world has changed
greatly since the Machlavelllan days,
when an immediate end gained by
lying or treachery was consldered the
greatest achlievemeant In  diplomacy,
Many elements have conspired to pro-
duce the changed conditions, the great-
est belng the improved facllities for
communication. Before the era of ca-
bles and telegraph lines and fast-
steaming ships and r1ailroad tralns the
ambassador was in fact the representa-
tive of the state, He bad plenary
powers and hig government spoks
through him. Now the diplomat has
his chief at the other end of a cable
wire, in cases of smergency, and be-
comes more an adviser and lnstrament
of communication botween the ruling
powers. An Incraasing  lotelligence
among pations has given the art of di-
plomacy & new meafling and placed the
relatlions betweou nations on a new
and more businessiike basls, In this
advancement America has always
taken the lead by keeping its represen-
tstives sbroad oui of court lotrigues
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and ioslsting uwpon falr and above

board dealings

The defenders of concrote construcs
tlon for school bulldings seem to miss
the point.
